The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrIoN 1. That hereafter the general terms of the Generl terma.
circuit court in and for the county of Calumet, in the
fourth judicial cirenitin this state, shall be holden on
the second Monday in January and the third Monday
in June, of each year.

SEcTION 2. All acts or parts of acts conflicting with Repealed.
the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed.
